Canada  has  never  had  much  trouble 
with  her  inJians.  They  are 
able,  large  numbers  of  them  being 
civilized  or  somircivillzod.  /They  are 
almost  wholly  self-supporting,  and 
rorform  much  hard  and  useful  labor., 
Yet  the  Canadian  Government  has,- 
never  done,  and  is  not  doing  now^ 
anywhere  near  so  much  ?3r  them  a» 
the  Dnited  States  does  for  its  cop¬ 
per-skinned  wards.  Torhaps  the  dif- 
lerence  isjargqly  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Canadians  have  never  had  to 
deal  with  the  fiercer  trills  and  that 
the  total  number  of  Indians  in  Can¬ 
ada  is  not  large,  says  a  writer  in 
the  Minneapolis  Journal. 

The  Canadian  reservation  system 
is  utterly  unlike  ours.  Instead  of 
setting  aside  vast  tracts  of*  contigu¬ 
ous  land  they  give  (*ach  group  of  i'^; 
dians  here  and  there,  a  lew  hundred 
or  thousand  acres  df  land.  Thus 
along  Haiuy  Hiver,  Uamy  Lake  and 
its  tributary  waters  there  are  about 
a  dozen  little  Indian  rcscrvation.9, 
which  are  really  nothing  more  than 
adjacent  allotments  of  land  to  indi¬ 
vidual  Indians. 

These  reservations  arc  too  small  to 
be  game  preserves,  and  the  Govern-  ^ 
inont  pays  a  small  annui^'— eo  to  j 
oacli  meinber  of  a  tribe,  SlO  to  a  « 
councillor  and  $2.'>  tO  a  chief.  IV  is 
the  old  story  of  the  pressure  of  ne¬ 
cessity.  The  Government  having 
provided  them  w’ilh  homc.s,  with  In¬ 
struction  In  the  Indian  schools,  it  re- 
main.s  for  the  Indian  to  earn  his  own 
living.  It  being  a  “root-hog”  case, 
ho  docs  it.  The  succe.ss  of  these  Can¬ 
adian  Indians  is  a  good  indication 
that  when  our  own  government

pami’euinc;  its  Indians. 

and  treats  them  precisely  as  white 
citizens  are  treated,  most  of  them 
■  will  make  their  way  fairly  well. 

I  There  arc  many  ways  in  which  the 
)  industrious  Ludiivn  man  can  make  a 
living.  He  ^ay  do  s(.)me  hunting  for 
meat  and  furs,  he  may  fish,  he  may 
work  in  the  lumber  camps,  he  may 
cut  and  sell  the  timber  on  his  own 
lands,  he  may  work  on  the  drives, 
he  may  act  os  guide  or  canoeinan, 

'  may  be  a  pilot  on  the  lake  and  river 
I  steamers.  His  wife  may  make  can- 
'  oes,  till  the  garden,  weave  cedar 
bark  and  reed  rugs,  make  articles  of 
buckskin  and  beads,  and  iiia.v  gatln  r 
wild  rice.

I  Though  most  all  of  these  Indians 
are  “good  Indians”  before  the  Lime 
assigned  in  the  lexicon  of  the  Aiueri- 
ran  frontier,  not  all  of  them  are 
Christians.  Some  cling  persistently 
to  their  paganism  in  the  face  of  ev¬ 
ery  attempt  to  convert  them.  One 
of  the  sights  for  a  traveller  up  the 
'  Hainy  River  is  some  Indian  dunce  or 
ceremony  on  the  shore  as  the  sD'am- 
cr  passes  by.  On  the  green  .sward

in  their  brightest  colors  may  be  se»!a

TWO  MAICEN  SPEECHES. 

Dteni*li*a  nr»t  m  Fla*  Failara,  and  Mr. 

ltoa»  \Mtik  tb«  Pramtrr. 

On«  nigh^  early  in  1888  (the  year 
after  he  had  failed  in  his  convert  as 
a  Radical  for  the  borough  of  High 
Wycombe)  Benjamin  Disraeli,  sitting 
in  the  Strangers’  QulJery  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  listened  to  the 
debate  on  the  addjrm  in  which  Lord 
John  Russell  Macaulay,  Stanley, 
Bulwer  and  other  leading  membei  s  of 
the  House  took  p^t.  Next  day  he 
wrote  to  his  sisld^:  "W’as  at  the 
House  of  Commons  yesterday  during 
the  whole  of  the  debate — one  of  the 
finest  wo  have  had  for  years.  Mac¬ 
aulay  was  admirable,  but,  between 
ourselves,  1  could  fioor  them  all. 
I'his  entre  nous.  1  was  never  more 
confident  of  anything  than  that  I 
could  carry  everything  before  me  in 
that  House.  The  lime  will  come." 

The  time  did  occur  four  years  lat¬ 
er,  when  on  Dec.  7,  1837,  Disraeli, 
having  been  returned  us  a  Tory, 
stood  up  in  the  House  of  Commons 
to  make  his  maiden  speech.  'ihe 
story  of  that  historic  fiasco  has  nev¬ 
er  been  fully  JLold.  What  is  generally 
known  is  that  Disraeli  was  interrupt¬ 
ed  by  bursts  of  ironical  laughter  al¬ 
most  from  the  beginning  of  his 
speech,  and  at  length,  utterly  unable 
to  catch  the  car  of  the  llou.se,  he 
concluded  by  shouting  at  the  utmost 
pitch  of  his  voice  the  fameiis  phrase: 
“Though  1  sit  down  now,  the  time 
will  come  when  you  will  hear  me.” 
But  the  w’hole  episode,  what -led  up 
to  it,  and  wbat  followed  it,  is  most 
interesting. 

The  sunject  of  the  debate  was  a 
motion  by  Mr.  Smith  O’Brien  for  a 
Select  Committee  to  enquire  into  the 
alleged  practice  of  vexaii».»us  pe¬ 
titioning  against  Irish  members  el¬ 
ected  in  the  popular  interest.  Daniel 
O’Connell  supported  the  motion,  and 
it  bad  been  arranged  that  Sfr  liobcrt 
Peel  should  reply;  but  the  strongly- 
expressed  wish  of  Disraeli  that  the 
duty  might  be  given  to  him.  backed 
as  it  was  by  many  mcmbcis  of  luj 
party,  induced  the  Tory  leader,  to 
give  "ay  to  his  ardent  young  re¬ 
cruit, 

'I'licre  had  been  an  absurd,  though 
very  biUcr  fpjarrel.  between  O'Con¬ 
nell  and  Disraeli.  O'Connell  was  one 
of  Disraeli’s  sponsors  when  he  car¬ 
ried  the  Radical  ffag  on  the  hust¬ 
ings  at  High  Wycombe  in  1R32. 
'Ihieo  years  later,  Disraeli  having 
turned  Tory,  attacked  the  Melbourne 
Administration,  which  was  retained 
in  power  by  the  Irish  party,  for  hav¬ 
ing  clasped  as  lie  put  it,  “the  bloody 
hand  of  O  Connell.”  O’Connell  re¬ 
torted  in  a  Speer h  of  a  savage  vitu- 
je  ationr  in  whitb  ho  d<‘c.'ared  that 
Disraeli’s  life  was  a  “living  lie,’’  and 
that  he  "as  a  "rlcscendant  of  the 
iin[)cnitcnt  thief  on  the  ('ross.”  Dis- 
rneli  challenged  OTonnell.  but  the 
Irishman,  after  Kdlirtg  D’Fsteire  in 
J  R15,  had  made  ow  against  duel¬ 
ling,  and  always  ^||^*  a  black  kid 
glove  on  his  right  h«d  as  a  token 
of  his  lifelong  reiienlencc  for  having 
rliod  another  man's  blood.  “Then.” 
wiote  Di.'^racli,  in  a  sculbing  letter 
to  O'Connell,  “we  sliall  meet  at 
Philippi.”  Now  the  two  antagonists 
were  face  to  face  at  Philipoi — in  the 
House  of  Commons,  *  *  ' 

Disraeli’s  failure  on  this  occasion 
Was  not  due  to  nervous  timidity,  but 
to  the  less  amiable  fault  of  over- 
conl'c'cnt  fluency,  to  the  young  mem¬ 
ber’s  self-a.ssurancc  of  manner.  in- 
si'ired,  obviously,  by  the  conviction 
that  he  was  about  to  leap  into  Par¬ 
liamentary  fame  at  a  single  bound. 
'I'his.  with  his  foppish  attire,  his  p.f- 
fcctcd  gestures,  and  the  knowledge  of 
his  rnfiid  change  of  political  opinion, 
carried  the  British  Radicals  and  the 
Tri.vh  Repealers,  both  led  by  the 
lusty  lungs  of  O'Connell,  to  indulge

fall,  is  regarded  as  the  best  Field 
Intclligcncxi  officer  in  South  Africa. 
He  is  an  English  Afrikander/  and 
strongly  attached  to  the  old  coun¬ 
try*  Ho  has  a  wide  acquaintance 
with  the  Transvaal,  and  knows  the 
Doers  and  thd  Kaffirs  thoroughly. 

I  When  he  was  quite  a  youth,  says 
I  The  London  Star,  he  was  one  of  the 
;  volunteers,  chiefly  British,  who 
,  fought  in  the  SokukunI  war.  It  was 
u  war  of  great  danger  and  hardship, 
and  Wools-Sampson  well  scoson- 
~ed.  In  December,  1880,  Wools-Samp- 
son  was  in  Pretoria,  second  in  com¬ 
mand  of  Nourse’s  Horse,  an  irreguiur 
corps  raised  for  the  defence  of  Pre¬ 
toria,  then  besieged  by  the  Boers. 
Owing  to  Nour^  being  invalided 
Captain  Sampson  was  in  command 
of  the  corps  at  the  storming  of 
Zwortkopje  laager- the  only  British 
victory  in  that  war.  Mr.  Duval  in 
his  book  speaks  of  Captain  Sampson 
a.'«  “a  fine  young  colonial,’’  and  tells 
ihat  after  the  fight  he  inet*him  with 
a  great  hole  in  his  throat,  and  a 
bullet  in  bis  shoulder. 

"Wfiy  don’t  you  go  to  an  ambul¬ 
ance.- Captain?”  usUed  Duval. 

“Oh.  I’m  all  riglit,”  he  replied; 
”gi\e  me  a  little  help  to  get  on  my 
horse,  os  1  can't  use  my  arm.” 

As  the  brave  fellow  was  nearly 
fainting,  Duval  and  others  put  him 
on  an  ambulance  wagon,  where,  mak¬ 
ing  light  of  his  wounds,  he  was  soon 
endeavoring  to  cheer  up  its  oilier 
occupants. 

Captain  Wools-Snnipson  next  came 
into  pjomiiicnco  in  the  .Johannesburg 
Reform  conspiracy  of  J81I3.  Ho  was 
in  business  in  Pretoria  as  a  laining 
engineer,  and  there  is  no  doubt  tJiat 
ill  all  that  crowd  of  financiers  ho  at 
^enst  meant  busine.ss.  He  was  ar- 
re>>ted  after  the  raid,  and  sentenced 
to  two  years’  imprisonment  and  a 
fine  of  L2,000.  'I  hc  I'cinaindcr  of  the 
prisoners  obtained  a  remission  of  the 
greater  part  of  their  sentences  by 
signing  a  petition  to  Mr.  Kruger,  and 
pledging  themselves  not  to  meddle 
with  'Iransvaal  polities  for  a  term 
of  years.  Bools-Sampson  and  Karri 
Davies  steadily  declined  to  do  citlier, 
and  they  renmiued  In  prison  untij 
June.  1807.  when  President  Ki-ugcr 
released  them  in  honor  of  the  Queen’s 
jubilee. 

^hen  the  present  war  was  imiii in¬ 
cut,  in  ScpLcniPer,  1800,  Wools- 
Sampson  and  Karri  Davies  wore  the 
leaders  of  the  rnovcinonl  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  tlic  foniuiLion  of  the  liu- 
-pcrial  Light  Horse  in  M.arit zburg. 
“Sambo”  fas  hd  was  nicknamed  on 
IJic  Rand)  was  so  ptjpiilar  that  men 
flocked  in  great  numbers.  At  their 
first  battle  fat  F.landsl.iagtc)  Wools- 
Sanif)son,  the  real  foumler  of  the 
porf>s,  was  so  severely  wounded  in 
the  thigh  that  he  was  unable  to  take 
the  field  for  weeks.  He  went  through 
the  siege  of  Ladysniit Ij,  anrl  has 
since  been  employed  as  Intel ligeneo 
Officer  with  v.ai  ions  columns.  During 
the  last  few  months  he  has  been  at¬ 
tached  to  Colonel  Benson’s  column, 
.nnd  the  corre.s]>oi:dent  who  wrote  to 
The  'rimes  at  the  end  of  Sepuunber 
told  how  he  had  guio'od  the  column 
on  the  darkest,  wettest  night,  with¬ 
out  a  slip.  Coloi.el  \\ ools-Sampson, 
traveling  with  the  "iiul  as  a  guide, 
led  them  through  the  d.-^rkne.ss  and 
tlien  the  fog.  wliea  every!  .*dy  in  the 
column  was  predicting  failure,  and 
successfully  Captured  tfic  laager.  He 
Is  now’  a  tall,  .*<jnowy  man,  with  a 
grizzled  moustache.

Tbete  seems  no  good  reason  in  ordin- 
aiy  times  why  each  Legislature,  or 
Parliament,  should  not  run  its  full 
tim  Lmit  and  that  there  should  be  a 
fixed  time  for  each  general  elcctionrat 
a  very  convenient  eeason  of  the  year 
for  the  whole  country.

TO  TAX  CORPORATIO  N’S. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Pettypiecp,  M.P.P ,  on 
Wednesday  introduced  a  bill  to  the 
Ontario  Legislature,  which  he  claims 
will  result  in  railroad,  telegraph  and 
telephone  companies  paying  to  the 
public  treasury  many  time',  the  amount 
of  taxes  they  now  pay.  The  Act  p;o- 
vides  for  the  appointment  of  a  Provin¬ 
cial  Board  af  Assessors,  ho.se  duty  it 
w.li  be  to  valuate  the  propertj^of  those 
corporations.  Provision  is  made  for 
tiie  obtaining  of  all  the  details  of  the 
f  roper ty  owiitd  by  these  corporations 
fiom  officers  of  the  comiauy  under 
oath.  Any  person  refusing  to  give  tin* 
information  required  wili  be  liable  to 
a  tine  of  $100  a  day  until  it  is  forth¬ 
coming.  After  the  asse.ssmtnt  is 
determined  the  rate  of  taxation  is  to 
he  struck  from  data  furnished  by  the 
chrksof  municipalitiC'.  deiin^iuent 
municipal  clerk  is  liable  to  a  fine  of 
$10  a  day.  Fifteen  per  cent,  of  the 
revenue  shall  be  paid  to  the  Province 
for  tiie  maintenance  of  technical 
schools.  Fighty-five  per  cent,  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  var¬ 
ious  city,  village  and  township  muni¬ 
cipalities''  of  the  Province  pro  rata, 
according  to  the  population  of  the  said 
municipalities  by  the  last  prcceeding 
Dominion  census,  and  to  become  a 
part  of  the  general  fund  of  the  said 
municipalities.

FLOWER  AND  TREE.

A  few  pieces  of  charcoal  dropped  into 
the  water  assist  in  preserving  cut  flow¬ 
ers. 

The  hole  for  a  tree  should  be  made 
wide  and  deep  and  the  bottom  be  filled 
with  rich  earth. 

The  seeds  of  nearly  all  forest  trees 
do  best  if  not  allowed  to  become  dry 
before  planting. 

For  the  finest  flowers  sow  pansy  seed 
In  the  fall.  I’rotect  the  young  plants 
through  the  winter,  and  you  will  be 
well  rewarded. 

The  sweet  william  Is  a  biennial,  but 
will  sow  tlioir  own  seeds  and  come  up 
year  after  year,  as  do  hollyhocks,  thus 
making  them  practically  pcrenni.ils. 

One  of  the  handsome  perennials  that 
flower  In  July  Is  the  digitalis,  which 
has  long  spikes  of  blue  thimble  shaped 
flowers.  It  makes  a  striking  clump. 

The  principal  advantage  In  fall  sow¬ 
ing  of  flower  seeds  Is  that  the  plants 
grow  stronger,* root  deeper  and  flower 
earlier  and  longer  than  those  from 
eprlBg  sown  seed. 

The  grape  Is  one  of  the  most  desira¬ 
ble  fruits  to  plant.  It  is  inexpensive  to 
get  a  start  with,  It  bears  early,  it  is 
productive  and  easily  managed,  and 
the  fruit  is  delicious  and  wholesome.
